FARMER IN POLITICS 
Recently there has been considerable dis­ 
cussion, if not concern, over the position the 
farmer as a class occupies in the political 
economy of the country. Claims have been 
advanced that in neither legislatures nor 
Congress does the farmer as a group possess 
sufficient power to get measures enacted in 
his behalf. Once he exercised irresistible 
power in that direction. 
Irresistible is a well chosen word. About 
the turn of the present century the farmer 
represented the law of the land so far as 
politics was concerned. 
The balance of political power now rests 
with the urban population. What the city 
man wants is more likely to be heeded be­ 
cause he is in the majority.
